His Royal Nibs,

the Sultan
Coming,

Among the Interesting forelgn guests who
nave recently arrived in Vienna is his royal
highness, Abu Bakar, the sultan of Johore,
He 15 on his why to this country to visit the
World's fuir. He lutends, howover, to spend
some time before spiling for the Unitod States
In Carlsbad, whoso springs have a beneticisl
effoct upon the bodily allments from which
he suffers, The sultnn was reveived in
Vieuns with royal honors and was distin.
guishied by the cwperor In o way commen-
surate with his high runk, His roynl high-
neas, howevor, is no stranger to Europe, as
he hns boon the guest of its principal capi-
tals n number of tmes.

Abu Bakar 18 now about 4 ysars old. He

wn attractive-looking man of medium
helght ona rather Leavily sot, His halr,
bushy cyebrows and thick moustache wiro
gray, contrusting tnely with the durk eyes
and bronzod skin indicative of his ruce.
Until he was 160 yvears old the sultan
had an Bogllsh missionary as tutor, and as a
consceguence is thoroughly fuwilisr with the
songue of Eagland, the country which exer-
clses o protectorate over his land. The
dyoasty of the sultan Is u continuation of
the dynasty of the sultan of Malacea, who
retired 1o Johore on the conquest of the
urlm by Albuguorque the Great of Portu-
gal in 1811,

Abu Bakar nscended the throne of his an-
cestors In 1800,  Jobore is only wwo degroes
north of the equator and Is consoquently ex-
ceedingly hot, The ewpire occuples the

Cmouthern part of the Malay peniosuls snd
his royul highness holds sway over about
40,000 Malays and 75,000 Clinese.  The coun-
try is rich fu spices wund pepper, and is
famous for 11s eilks, combroiderics apd  jow-

Colry, Abu Bakaris vue of the pioneers of
western culture luthe for east. His palive
fn the capitul is a Qoo wixture of  BEuropesn
comfort and Oriental luxury. It boars the
name Clstann.” 1t is the chief adornment
of s platosy aud s surrounded
by & hvﬁ_luu.l botoulcal  garden, ¥ or
park, co iog plants of bl kinds, grass

wuux talus,  The roows of the pulace

of Johore, ls

aro furnished in western style.  Many valu-
able works of art, gathered by the ruler in
his various journoys to the Oeccident, ndotn
the walls of the chief rooms.

The adjutint and body physician of the
sultan are Englishmen, ey Are now with
him in Europe and propose to accomphny him
to the United States,  Fortunately for his
entertainers, Abu Bakar adopts the customs
of the countries which he visits a8 regards
the preparation of his food, and Is_content
with that furnished by the hotels, For that
reason he has been & much mors welcome
gueats nt the Buropean courts than tho shah
of Persin, the omir of Buchara and othor
Oriental monarchs, who on their jJourneysare
invarinbly nccompanied by a corps of cooks.
These cooks propare the food for their royal
masters nccording to the tenets of thelir re-
lglon,  After the Jast vislt of the shan to
England most of the furniture of the rooms
which he occupied in one of the queen’s pal-
aced had to be destroyed, The czar of
Russiy recently had n similar oxperionce
with his half-subject, the emir of Buchara,
The blood of the animals kitled in the vitusl
fushion by the cooks of his royal highness
ruined, soconding 1o foreign pavers, the pal-
ace furniture and carvets, They were re-
moved after the guest's doparture.  The

ulors of Austrin and Germany for weeks
rembled for fear the emir would extend his
visit to Viennn and Beriin nnd eotall upon
them & loss which thoey did not ears to bear,
Hut Abu Bakar Is welcome svorywhere, and
hilg visit to the United States promises to be
full of interest,

ONE FARE AND A QUARTER

Pagsenger Agenta Arrange Schedule from
Missourl KRiver Points to Chlengo.

Omuhnns will not be gratified with one
fure for the roand trip to the World's fair,
Talk to that effect was but o blinding blufT.
Advices ronched this clty yestorduy that
the development at Saturday's meeting of
the western ronds at Chicago icdicate that
no relisgoes can bo placed in  their preten-
slons that they propose to put in effect a
rate of one fare for the round trip, to give
the mnsses 1 chance to see the World's falr,
The action of the day previous recommend-
ing o rate of one fare for the round trip on
certain days, beginning with July 17, good
for four or ¢leuen days, wis n snare and de-
lusion to create the impression that they
redally muode n concession o the public,

It appears now that afver It had been de-
cided o muke n one-frre ratoe in conches only
on certuin days with uncertnin limnits, the
opponents of low rates got through n motion
that those Fates be conflded to tho territory
woest of the Missourl river o St. Paul, and
thiut o minimum round-trip rate of §156 from
Missouri viver polats and of 81575 from St
Poaul and Minueapolis should apply. This is
about one fare and a quarter from Missouri
river and St, Puul, and, as only second-class
accommodations are furnished at  those
rites, they are really higher than regular
second cluss rates formerly churged. Un-
dor this proposition there are no re-
duced rates from points cast of St Puul or
Misspuri river points except where the
rate is higher than §18. 70 and $15 respoectively.
From points within o radius of 850 miles of
Chicngo thero would be no reduction at all
from present rates, ana It Is generally ad-
mitted that the most urgent necessity exists
for low rates from points within o radius of
800 or 400 wiles of this city if the fuir is to bo
the successunticipated,

Churges of Intimldation,

But thelines werminating at the Missourd
river secm w0 be determined that there
should be no reduction in rates in their ter-
ritory, nn. thus far have been eminently
stecessful in bulidozing the roads that wera
disposed to accede to the demands of the

eople and help the World's fair by making
0w rates,

Thelir argument {8 that in order to make
ns much money us they do now with the
present rates thoy would have to carry twico
105 many pusscngers at the one fure rato for
the round trip, and as they are working
mitlte money for themselves and not the
World's fair they fail tosee any good reason
why they should reduce rates,

There is but one road which dared to re-
sist the dictation of the combine, and thut
was the Wisconsin Ceutral. This road in-
sistod upon n ratoof one fair for the rovnd
1.1-5.[; from St Paul and Misneavolis, and
tickets to bo good. on.  all. trowns and in
sleopers. * Strenuous efforts were made to
induce the Wisconsin Central ts recede from
its position, but it stood firm a8 & rock, and
finully an adjournment was talcen until Mon-
duy at 10 o'clock a. m. without taking any
action,

Mjissourl River Points,

The prospects for an immedinte reduption
intates in terrvitory east of tho Missourl
rivor are nnything but fatteving, There are
a few roads which would put in effect low
rates at onee, but they are afraid of a disas-
trous railrond war, Publie opinion has no
terrors for the western rallroad men. 'They
Inugh with scorn it the threats of the peo-
ple in the west that they will retalinte by
enpeting sovere rallrond laws,  They appear
to know fram cxporience Lhat the enactmoent
of such laws can bo  preventod, or, il iny
such lnws are enncted, they cun vislite them
with impunity, They expect to appease the
wrath of an outraged people by making o re-
ductlon near the end of the falr und then
point to the fact thot they did muke efforts
to bring the mousses to the fuir, and their

topinfon Is that the people will forget thelr

previous seltlsh greediness,

AFFAIRS AT SOUTH. OMAHA

Oorner Btone of a New Methodist Ohurch
Laid with Appropriates Oeremonies.

FREDERICK GRANTHAM HAS BEEN FOUND

Hurley Has a Tight Sqoeere, hut Crawls to
Liberty—Horse Thioves Steal Withio
thoe Shadow of a Chareh on
Sundny.

The corner stone of the new Methodist
chiurch was Inld yosterday afternoon with
npproprinte oeremonies, A large numboep of
citizons turned out to wituces the services
and a1l the minlsters of South Omuha were
present. Hev, C. N Dawson, the pastor of
the church, made the introductory remaries,
Among othor things he sald:

e Septembor, 1880, Rev. TaB. Hilton was
appointed o the passorate of South Omuahn,
Puring the year ho organized a church of
five members, J. A, Silver, . Mra,  Lucy
Shriver, Mrs. E. L. Crawford, Mr. and Mrs,
White ; all but the two lust nnmod are still
members. Under Mr. Hilton's divection n
littie c¢hapel and parsononge were erected,

“T'he following year Rev, Lo H, Eddleblute
wis appointed to this charge. During his
pastorate of two years thoe little church gave
place to a larger, better structure,

“In the autumn of 1880, Koy, David Mar-
quett suecesded Brother Eddleblute us PiLs-
tor of the First Metnodist Kpiscopal chuveh
of South Omuha, During his pastorate of
one year the new church was completed,
dedicated and pald for, except &1,000 bor-
rowed of the Clurch Extension society of
tne Methodist Episcopal chureh and a fow
other small ftems. At the close of Brother
Murquett's  year the mombership  had
renchod 107, He was followed by the presont
pustor in the sutumn of 1844,

‘AL tne close of that conference year the
church became self-supporting. During the
next youar the debt, amounting to €140, was
provided for, and during the rext vear the
church was destroyed by five (Janvary 18
18U )  Since that time the congregation has
held its services in Koights of Pythins hall
The work of rebuildlng 18 now making com-
menduble progress, ‘T'he brick walls of the
lower story are completed, Our people are
subseribing generously—our friends show o
lnck of interest in the work, Wea have re-
ceived notice from the board of chureh ox-
ymsiun thut another loan and a gift of #3500
is ready forus us soon as we have collected
a sufticient amount of subseriptions. This
good work will be carrled forward ns rapidly
as Tnssihlr*. and wo trust thot the members
and friends of this church and congregution
miy have comfortable and commodious quar-
ters for the coming winter,"

Following Rev. Dawson was n prayer by

Rov. R. L. Wheeler and an anthem by the
choir, Rev, Thomas Stevonson read o
psalm and Reov. J. . Ross conduoted the les-
son, An able address was then delivered by
Rey. Frank Crane of Omaha, followed by a
‘m\y&l‘ by Rev, Speck. Iov. Charles Sud-
ok pronounced the benediction and the
meeting wus over,

This made s pretty narrow space, bub Hur-
ley managed to squecze his body through it,
and once out in the battery room his escape
wius easy, The door leading out of this
room to the street has a spring lock which is
ensily opened from the inside. The jnil wns
oceupied by a half dozen other prisoners, who
nre in for minor offenses, but none of them
secimed to care for their freedom. They are
ull mum ns to how or when HHurley got his
liberty, but the ofMvers say that it must
have been about 4 o'clock in the morning,
The door leading into the cell rooms is sel-
dom locked and uny person can walk up to
the barred door and walk to the prisoners,
As the night jailer ulso has a beat to cover
he cannot be at the station all of the time
and as.Hurley is an old offender he took ad-
vantage of nll these things, Ofteer Thomus,
the night juiler, is n careful and attentive
officer, and no blame can be attached to him
for the break, On Saturasy nights there is

GALLOWS BEEE3S BLASTZID.

Lightaing Sirikes the Pines on Which Twao
Calilornin Sesnssine Swang,

At Redding, Oal, recontly, lightning
struck the two trees from Wili(‘-h. nearly
a year ago, indigmant cltizens hanged
the Ruggles beitheors, robbors and
nssnssing, . The ftash cccurred during the
heaviest storm  of) the kind ever wit-
nessed in the noribern part of the state
and when the airwasfllled with blindihg
sheets of fire, while peals of thunder
seemod to shuke the very hills, The
pine trees stand near a blacksmith shop,
and are used by the blacksmith in the
process of holsting wagon beds from the
gears.  Attached to the trees is o pulley
block employed fgr the purpose, Con-
nected- with it s a ervoss bar of fron ex-
tending from one tree to the ovher. 1t
wis, t0 bo exact, from the ends of this
cross bar that the Ruggles swung., A
steangor would pass these two troes of
digger pine withont a second glance, but
to the resident of Redding thoy have
since the night of the lynehing possossaed
A grewsome interest.  Thoy are not
beautiful, nor eyen symmetrical, Their
fame until they wers marred by the
clectrie bolt rested solely upon the eir-
cumstanoe that they had sorved the mob
as a gallows,

It was on n Tuesday morning that the
city wns visited by the ssorm. Dark
clouds rolled up threateningly, and as
they skurried aceoss the sky thoy were
lighted by an almost continual glow
that made thom look all the more flerce,
Then the thunder grew from o rumblo
to boom upon bpom, and the sullen
flickering glow brightened into  the
gleam of living fire, Crash after crash
resounded, but the lightning had almost
incessant play. The artillery of the
heavens seemed to be loosed and makng
war on the universe, A little aftor 10
o'clock there was lightning of such
brillianey that people involuntarily
closed their coyes, and the thunder that
followed was deafening. The bolt that
accompanied this commotion struck one
of the trees forty feet from tho
ground, tearing away the bark and cut-
ting six inches into the wood.,  The fuid
pussed toward the earth until it reached
the iron bar, across which it passed,
splitting the pulley blocke in twain and
leaping off to the ground. There was
great excliement. People rushed into
the streots regardless of the heavy rain
and hail. The fire bell rang, us it was
thought for a while that the railroad
woodsheds were doomed, they stand 80
closo to the two trees. The cold at that
hour became almost intense, snow hav-
ing fallenon the surrounding hills and
mountains, Muany are the stories set
afloat by the superstitious, Some c¢laim
that the lightning striking these two
particular trees was an evidenco of Gad's
wrath at the unlawful manner iB which
the Ruggles brothers were slain” Others
claim that it was sent as a cleansing fire
to purify the spot which had been so
deseerated by the terrible deed,
